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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is in response to an amendment filed on December 17, 2002. 

2. Claims 12-24, 28, 33, and 49-51 were pending in the case. Applicants amended claim 49. 

3. Applicants argue (on page 7, continuing on page 8) that claims 50 and 51 are not part of the 
pending claims. They were added in an amendment filed on May 29, 2001 and were never 
cancelled, therefore they are still pending. 

4. The rejection of claims 50 and 51 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is maintained. 
All other rejections from the previous Office action are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 50 and 51 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claims 50 and 51 depend from the cancelled claim 1. 

7. No references were found teaching or suggesting claims 12-24, 28, 33 and 49. The closest 
prior art reference, Pati et al (U. S. Patent No. 6,074,853), teaches methods of targeting exogenous 
polynucleotides to a predetermined endogenous DNA target by homologous recombination, but do 
not teach targeting a library of target nucleic acids or performing the targeting using a robotic 
system.
